This attainder and forfeiture, which 
was only effected in Fugland by a “ very 
severe,’’ an ‘unjust aud inhuman’’ Act 
of Parliament, has been operated in the 
United States by judicial action, as a 
consequence of the existence of a state of 
war. Wedo notsee how any lawyer can 
examine the question, without becoming 
satisfied that this decision was inexcusa- 
bly erroneous and. a> gross outrage on 
private riglits, 

Inthe Satay, & M. 86, decided in

between the British and Americans, in 
the Revolutjonary war, was that of Lex- 
ington, on the 19th of April, 1775. On 
the 4th of July, t776, the Colonies de- 
clared themselves independent; and 
soon after an Act of Parliament was 
passed, prohibiting all trade and inter- 
course with the American Colonies in 
rebellion. Of this Aet, Sir JAMES MAR- 
R1oT, Judge of the High Court of Ad- 
miralty, said, in The Rebecca, 1 Hay & 
MARRIOT, 2]2: “It is very true, the 
Prohibitory Act is a very severe one. It 
was meat in ferrorem, and it was ex- 
pected to have had a happier effect, to 
produce submission; it unfortunately 
produced an increased resistance. The 
declared independence of the Amer- 


and gave birth to a law here, 
that carried with it an actual at- 
tainder of all the enumerated Colonics 
tin rebellion. The effects of all the in 

habitants, without distinction, and their 
ships going to and from thence, were de- 
clared confiscable az the goods of open 
encmies,”’ That is, that was then done 
by act of parliament, which in the 
United States was done, in 1862, by de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of the Uniteg 
States, without any act of Congress. 
There was a recognized war between 
England and the Colonies, but no Eng- 
lish Court or Judge was found to hint, 
even, that by the mere effect of that 
state of war, a// persons domiciled in the 
Colonies were enemies, and their prop 

erty liable to capture and confiscable. 
That was @ stretch of extravagance 
which, in England, would have created 
serious doubts of the sanity ef the Judge 
80 pronouncing. 

On the contrary, an Act of Parliament 
was deemed necessary to efiect so vreat 
an injustice; and Sir JAMES went on to 
say,—speaking of the debate on the Act: 
“Tt was said that nothing could be more 
unjust than to confound the innocent 
and the guilty. It was replied that it 
Was impossible to make distinctien: that 
in the government of the moral and 
natural world, the just ruler of the Uni- 
verse suffered storms and lightning to 
fall eyuaily on the good man and on the 
sinner ; the end justified the means, and 
the sufferers must turn their resentment 
upon those men who are the causes of 
their misfortunes.”’ 

In Jhe Dickenson, l Flay & Marriot 
40, the King’s Advocate said; of this act - 
**] said the act was a bill of attainder in 
its operation, call it what you wil! in its 
title; decause it involves all the inhabit. 
ants of the rebellious colonies in penalties 
of forfeiture for the crime of many. It 
was so understood both by administra- 
tion who defended it, and by those per- 
sons who opposed it, in the House of 
Commons. One party said it was unjust 
aud inhuman; the other said it was 
mecessary, and that -distinctions in the 
moral and natural world were in many 
cases in this life impossible, till Provi- 
dence shal! close the whole, and discover 
the great end of al! things. That the 
innocent had a remedy to form counter.

In England, this + attainder’ was 
effected by an extraordinary act of Par.

It was owing 
to ‘the very peculiar Constitution of 
this Government.”’ JJow ow ing to that, 
the Court did not explain. It was dan- 
gerous to be too explicit: and fortunately 
language is especially usefy) when it is 
desirable to conceal ideas. What if the 
citizens of the United States domiciled 
in a state, did owe a qualified allegiance 
to the State, if they owed a supreme alle- 
giance to the United States? If j¢ Was 
so, the qualified allegiance ceased when 
t came in conflict with the su- 
preme allegiance. When the ty, 
sovereigns became enemies of earh 
other, the qualified allegiance ended.

The report of the agricultural depart- 


ment for April says: Never has there 
been so general an expression of en- 
couragement in view of.the fine condi- 
tion of winter wheat since the establisl- 
mentof the present system of collecting 
crop stetigtics. In more than nine- 
tenths of the reports read the condition 
of the crops are reported favorabie and 
promising; and from the south returns 
are cheering, a8 also from the west, here 
avd there. It is stated asmalier breadth 
from lack of labor, or from bad weather 
in the fall, where wheat was sown br 
drilled in, isin a few places winter killed. 

The report states that the loss of cattle 
from actual starvation and exposure the 
past winter is extraordinary.
